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HUMANE SLAUGHTERING 
The Freeman has received letters from 
local area resident* asking that we remind 
our readers that there are bills pending in 
the Senate and Assembly which would pro­ 
vide for humane slaughter in New York 
State. 
In urging local residents to express their 
views to Senator E. Ogden Bush and As­ 
semblyman Kenneth L. Wilson, they ask 
if it doesn’t seem absurd beyond belief that 
we not only cause dumb animals that serve 
us untold suffering, but that we make it 
necessary for someone to earn his daily 
bread by whacking animals on the head and 
then stringing them up alive to be eviscer­ 
ated. 
There is a federal humane slaughter law 
enacted in 1958, but this measure only ap 
plies to animals used for meat sold to the 
federal government. 
The Council of State Government has 
drafted a model bill which is needed to ex 
tend protection from cruel, painful slaugh 
tering methods to meat animals not pro­ 
tected by the federal law. 
The bill requires that meat animals tie 
rendered Insensible to pain before being 
shackled, hoisted, thrown, knifed, cast bled 
•calded or skinned. Packers may use any of 
the following methods: carbon dioxide an­ 
esthetization, captive-bolt pistols or electric 
stunning. All of the methods are said to 
be humane, efficient and economical. 
Twelve states now have adopted this law 
but New York is not among them. That is 
why State Senator Conklin has introduced 
such a bill in the Legislature. 
It is high time that New York State 
halted 
the 
cruelties 
that 
commercial 
slaughtering permits. The bill should be 
passed at this session of the Legislature. 


f i t n e s s T n m u s k o g e e 
The children of Muckogee, Okla., are 
lucky. Because their town was chosen as 
one of the pilot communities for the na­ 
tional Youth Fitness Council’s tests, they 
have been involved In a systematic program 
to develop fitness. There is reason to be­ 
lieve that both muscles and morale have 
already been improved. 
There is no implication, here, that Musko­ 
gee has introduced something entirely new 
to the public school system. Virtually all 
schools have some sort of physical educa­ 
tion program, and in some the training is 
excellent. Some communities also lag in 
this respect, however, and it is they that 
could learn a valuable lesson from the ex­ 
perience in Muskogee. 
All but a few of that town’s 10,000 school 
children are involved in daily physical ex­ 
ercise; they run, jump, bend, stretch and 
tug under the supervision of their teachers. 
After a few months of this, they showed 
striking improvement in a variety of tests 
worked out by the Fitness Council. More­ 
over, the push to be fit has caught on 
among the town’s adults. There Is a new 
appreciation of the ancient Greek dictum, 
“A sane mind in a sound body.” 
Certainly the Muskogee experience is 
not the whole answer to the problem of 
building strength and agility among young 
people living in a softer environment than 
their grandparents dreamed of. 
It does 
appear to be a worthwhile move in the 
right direction, a move many another com­ 
munity might emulate. 


‘ These Days’ 


By GEORGE SOKOLSICY 
THE SUPREME COURT 
I have a rather remarkable letter from a 
reader in Phoenix, Arizona, which explains to me 
why the teaching of civics should be restored to 
the publie schools. The writer says: 
“It is my belief that the duty of the Supreme 
Court, when a case comes before it, to decide it 
on the basis of law’ or whether the constitution 
has been violated. That they should be able law­ 
yers, know the law or where to find it, and be 
thoroughly familiar with the constitution. They 
should not be politicians. 
“Frequently cases are decided on a five to four 
basis. One side will claim some law or the con­ 
stitution has been violated. How can that be pos­ 
sible? If they all know what the constitution says 
how' can a decision be other than unanimous, one 
way or the other.” 
The questions raised here are only difficult to 
answer because the writer apparently cannot en­ 
visage the Supreme Court, which consists of nine 
men appointed for life, all of whom are lawyers 
and know the Constitution. But the Constitution, 
like the Ten Commandments, is a tightly drawn 
document which from time to time requires in­ 
terpretation. 
For instance, w?e have moved into a wholly 
new relationship between government and pro­ 
duction arising out of the fact that many indus­ 
tries are forced to unite to produce the kind of 
goods that the government buys such as missiles, 
rockets, satellites, etc. These cannot be made by 
small enterprises or by a single company. Some 
2(X)0 American industries played a role in the 
Manhattan Project which produced the atom 
bomb. The application of the anti-trust law’s to 
production will have to be re-interpreted to moeS 
these conditions. In fact, both large and small 
industries are now essential — but the big ones 
are generally enormous. 
Or to give another example: villages and even 
small towns are being deserted and more and 
mort' people are moving into large cities. The 
urbanization of our population has raised many 
questions of inter-racial relations in a country 
Where there are about 19,000,001) Negroes, many 
of whom have in recent years left farms and plan­ 
tations and moved to large cities; some of whom 
have fought in two wars abroad; others of whom 
have been to college. They have raised questions 
as to their rights under the Constitution which 
the Supremo Court had to hear. 
A five to four decision is in no manner a viola­ 
tion ot propriety: it simply means that nine 
trained lawyers of distinction have reached dif­ 
ferent conclusions in their interpretation of the 
identical clause in the Constitution as applied to 
a current situation brought before them. The Su­ 
preme Court initiates nothing. It does not act on 
a case unless it comes up to it from a lower court. 
'ITio Supreme Court reviews decisions; it does not 
try cases. Naturally, each justice applies his own 
judgement to a problem: otherwise he w’ould not 
perform any useful service. 
This kind of correspondence is not unusual 
these days. I receive quite a few letters which 
attack the Supreme Court, the way the Commu­ 
nists used to. The attack is generally on Chief 
Justice Karl Warren w’ho is being held respon­ 
sible for the integration decision, although nine 
justices were responsible for it. Again, it needs 
to l>e pointed out that the Supreme Court did not 
initiate this ease; that it comes from the lower 
courts, as all cases must, on appeal. 
The attack on political judges is usually an at­ 
tack on Chief „Justice Warren, although Chief 
Justice Taft and Chief Justice Hughes were poli­ 
ticians of enormous dimensions before they found 
their places on the bench. Taft had been Presi­ 
dent; Hughes had been Governor of New’ York 
State and a candidate for President. Justice Hugo 
Black was a Senator and had, in his younger 
years, been a member of the Ku Klux Klan; yet 
today he is regarded as the most liberal judge on 
the bench. Justice Felix Frankfurter was a pro­ 
fessor and was regarded as a radical; today he 
is probably the most correctly oriented and con­ 
servative member of the Cdurt. 
In a word, my correspondent ought to take a 
trip to Washington to see the Supreme Court at 
work and then he w'ould understand w'hat a mag­ 
nificent institution it has been throughout our 
history. And he ought to read a good biography 
of Chief Justice John Marshall to learn how the 
Court came to bo what it is.

Cold Does Not Spawn 


Colds, New Tests Show

anti related upper respiratory infections are caused 
by viruses, the b lief continues to prevail that the 
cause is exposure to low’ temperatures or to drafts 
or both. 
It is often the custom to overdress and over- 
bundle children so that, on going outdoors, the> 
are scarcely ab.c to waddle, much less exorcist 
What little sunshine there is exerts its beneficial 
effects on no more than a few square inches of 
face. 
All this does not protect against respiratory 
infection and, by weakening their defense media 
nisms, it may c\ ‘U lr crease their liability to virus 
invasion. 
Recent studies made on our troops stationed 
in Alaska and Greenland are ot interest. Although 
I II confess I'm delighted I was not one one of 
those tested, measurements of shivering, oxygen 
consumption ?nl skin and rectal lemperaturees 
were made after exposure of nude subjects to a 
predetermined digit? of cold. After 52 days of 
winter maneuvers in Alaska and 43 days in Green­ 
land, the testa were repeated to determine how 
the men fared under these trying climatic condi­ 
tions. 
Except for the shivering response, none of the 
other factors tested showed any significant effect, 
but shivering was reduced 50 per cent in the Alas­ 
kan subjects and -vO per cent in the Greenlanders. 
No one, so far as rt ported, developed a cold or 
any other respiratory infection as a result of 
testing. 
Even the rrost anient supporter of the 
cold theory for colds must admit that standing 
nude in an Arctic winter ought to bring on a cold 
if cold alone can do it 
As to the reduction in the 
shivering response, I can only regard that as a 
jxxntive accomplishment.

step in the attack on unemploy­ 
ment. 


BEST ESTIM ATES ARE that 
this will provide retraining for 
680.000 workers: 180,000 the first 
year, 250,(MX) in each of the two 
succeeding years. Costs may av­ 
erage $30 to $50 a week for 
from 20 to 52 w’eeks per worker, 
depending on skill required. 
This program will supplement 
that of another 6,000 workers al­ 
ready being retrained in 52 area 
redevelopment projects author­ 
ized by Congress last year. More 
of these projects w’ill be started 
at an accelerated rate before and 
after the new program gets un­ 
der w’ay. 
But the tw’o programs com­ 
bined won’t begin to solve the 
whole unemployment problem as 
its dimensions are nowr known. 
Labor Secretary Arthur Gold­ 
berg estimates that at the aver­ 
age 3 per cent annual growth 
rate, about 1.8 million workers 
are now displaced by automation 
every year. 
If this is so, it means that 
35.000 W’orkers are losing their 
jobs to machines every month. 
This is the size of the problem. 
It is obvious 
that the 
tech­ 
nologically unemployed are not 
being retrained this fast. But it 
is also apparent that not all of 
the displaced workers stay un­ 
employed. If they did, total un­ 
employment would be increasing 
instead of declining.

What Was Let Out 
For in the many thousands of 
words in the President’s latest 
message about protecting the 
consumer, there wasn’t a single 
sentence telling of the damage 
being done to the consumer by 
the government itself. There was 
no reference to the constant 
diminution of the wages of the 
citizens through taxes and the 
attrition of the purchasing pow­ 
er of the dollar as a result of un­ 
sound fiscal policies pursued by 
the Administration in Washing­ 
ton, especially as they relate to 
wasteful expenditures here and 
abroad. 
The President complains that 
“highly developed arts of persua­ 
sion” are being used in America 
to sell goods to the consumer. 
He rightly argues that the con 
sumer s h o u l d be protected 
against “fraudulent, deceitful or 
grossly misleading information, 
advertising, labeling or other 
practices." 
But why hasn’t the 
government itself been efficient 
in this field? Mr. Kennedy gives 
the impression that all these 
abuses have just begun to hap­ 
pen and that nothing has been 
done about them heretofore. He 
doesn’t mention that the pure 
food and drug act has been on 
the statute books for decades 
and that the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission over the past half-cen­ 
tury has been charged by Con­ 
gress with specific responsibility 
for taking action on these mis­ 
representations. 
How much of the taxpayers’ 
money has already gone into the 
regulatory agencies of the gov­ 
ernment, and is the President 
blaming everything now on the 
absence of laws to deal with 
these abuses? 
H ighw ay Safety 
As for accidents on the high- 
| ways, has nothing ever been done 
by auto manufacturers to try’ to 
| assure safety for auto drivers, 
I or by those states and cities that 


issue licenses to driver* and con­ 
duct periodic inspection* of cars? 
Yet the President seems to think 
that “changes in automobile de­ 
sign and equipment” can reduce 
the c a s u a l t i e s — as if the 
auto manufacturers themselves 
haven’t been spending millions of 
dollars each year in research on 
this very subject. 
The President wants “simple 
common names” for drugs “in or­ 
der to avoid confusion and to en­ 
able the purchaser to buy the 
quality drugs he actually needs 
at the lowest competitive price.” 
But “common names” are all 
too few and are quickly used up. 
If something is labeled “a cure 
for a cold,” it may be even more 
confusing if the label doesn’t tell 
what is distinctive about the 
medicine, or if some name is 
used that is so vague that the in­ 
dividual can’t remember how to 
describe it when he tells his fel­ 
low sufferers about it. Mr. Ken­ 
nedy admits that 80 per cent of 
the drugs do what they claim to 
do, which means that 20 per cent 
are subject to criticism. But 
hasn’t this been the case for 
years, and hasn’t the Food and 
Drug Administration been im­ 
proving that situation constantly 
by hani w’ork and efficient inves­ 
tigation? 
As for “misleading” salesman­ 
ship, is the government itself 
without fault? Why doesn’t the 
President busy himself with the 
Postoffice Department’s collec­ 
tion of money under what might 
be railed “misleading” circum­ 
stances? It charges 30 cents for 
a special-delivery stamp, but 
there are hundreds of towns in 
the United States where the post- 
offices are closed over the week­ 
ends and hence no special-deliv­ 
ery service is provided. The pub­ 
lic doesn’t know which towns 
these happen to be, so a great 
deal of money is paid out under 
an illusion. This is a form of 
waste imposed on the consumer 
by the government itself. 
Airm ail D elivery 
As to lack of efficiency in an 
important operation in one of 
the government’s biggest busi­ 
ness enterprises, airmail delivery 
is a case in point. Many an air­ 
mail letter posted during the 
week—even when there is no ad­ 
verse weather—takes 24 hours or 
more for delivery’, although the 
plane carrying it makes the trip 
in a few’ hours. Some of the 
trains betweefi the same point* 
actually arrive hours before tht 
airmail letter does. 
Also, there are literally hun­

standards of scrutiny and com­ 
mon honesty that Mr. Kennedy 
now recommends for salesman­ 
ship in business?

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HUMANE SLAUGHTERING 
The Freeman has received letters from 
local area residents asking that we remind 
our readers that there aio bills pending in 
the Senate and Assembly which would pro­ 
vide for humane slaughter in New York 
State. 
In urging local residents to express their 
views to Senator E. Ogden Bush and As­ 
semblyman Kenneth L. Wilson, they ask 
lf it doesn’t seem absurd beyond lielief that 
we not only cause dumb animals that serve 
us untold suffering, hut that we make it 
necessary for someone to earn his daily 
bread by whacking animals on the head and 
then stringing them up alive to be eviscer­ 
ated. 
There is a federal humane slaughter law 
enacted in 1958, but this measure only ap­ 
plies to animals used for meat sold to the 
federal government. 
The Council of State Government has 
drafted a model bill which Is needed to ex­ 
tend protection from cruel, painful slaugh­ 
tering methods to meat animals not pro­ 
tected by the federal law. 
The bill requires that meat animals be 
rendered insensible to pain before being 
shackled, hoisted, thrown, knifed, cast bled, 
scalded or skinned. Packers may use any of 
the following methods: carbon dioxide an­ 
esthetization, captive-bolt pistols or electric 
stunning. All of the methods are said to 
be humane, efficient and economical. 
Twelve states now have adopted this law', 
but New York is not among them. That Is 
why State Senator Conklin has introduced 
such a bill in the legislature. 
It Is high time that New York State 
halted 
the 
cruelties 
that 
commercial 
slaughtering permits. The bill should be 
passed at this session of the Legislature.

TUE SUPREME COURT 
I have a rather remarkable letter from 
reader in Phoenix, Arizona, which explains to me 
why the teaching of civics should be restored to 
the public schools. The w riter says: 
“It is my belief that the duty of the Supreme 
Court, when a case comes before it, to decide it 
on the basis of law' or whether the constitution 
has been violated. That they should be able law­ 
yers, know the law or where to find it, and be 
thoroughly familiar with the constitution. They 
should not be politicians. 
''Frequently cases a it* decided on a five to four 
basis. One side will claim some law or th? con 
stitution has been violated. How can that be pos 
sible? IC they all know what the constitution says 
how can a decision be other than unanimous, one 
way or the other.” 
The questions raised here are only difficult to 
answer because the w riter apparently cannot en­ 
visage the Supreme Court, w'hich consists of nine 
men appointed for life, all of whom are lawyers 
and know' the Constitution. Hut the Constitution, 
like the Ten Commandments, is a tightly drawn 
document which from time to time requires in­ 
terpretation. 
For instance, we have moved into a wholly 
new relationship between government and pro­ 
duction arising out of the fact that many indus­ 
tries are forced to unite to produce the kind of 
goods that the government buys such as missile*, 
rockets, satellites, etc. These cannot be made by- 
small enterprises or by a single company. Some 
21XK) American industries played a role in the 
M anhattan Project which produced the atom 
bomb. Tile application of the anti-trust laws to 
production will have to be re-interpreted to meeS 
these conditions. In fact, both large and small 
Industries are now essential — but the big ones 
an* generally enormous. 
Or to give another example: villages and even 
small towns are being deserted and more and 
mon1 people are moving into large cities. The 
urbanization of our population has raised many 
questions of inter-racial relations in a country 
where there are Rbout 19,000.()00 Negroes, many 
of whom have in recent years left farms and plan­ 
tations and moved to large cities; some of whom 
have fought in two wars abroad; other* of whom 
have been to college. They have raised questions 
as to their rights under the Constitution which 
the Supreme Court had to hear. 
A five to four decision is in no manner a viola­ 
tion ol 
propriety; it simply means that nine 
trained lawyers of distinction have reached dif­ 
ferent conclusions in their interpretation of the 
identical clause in the Constitution as applied to 
a current situation brought before them The Su­ 
preme Court initiates nothing. It (hies not act on 
a case unless It cx>mes up to It from a lower court. 
Tile Supreme Court reviews decisions; it doe* not 
try cases. Naturally, each justice applies his own 
judgement to a problem: otherwise he would not 
perlorm any useful service. 
This kind of correspondence Is not unusual 
these days, I receive quite a few letters which 
attack the Supreme Court, the way the Commu­ 
nists used to. The attack is generally on Chief 
Justice Earl W arren wlio is being held respon­ 
sible for the Integration decision, although nine 
justices were responsible for it. Again, it needs 
to be pointed out that the Supreme Court did not 
initiate this rase; that it comes from the lower 
courts, as all cases must, on appeal. 
Hie attack on political judges is usually an a t­ 
tack on Chief .Justice Warren, although Chief 
Justice Taft and Chief Justice Hughes were poli­ 
ticians of enormous dimensions before they found 
their places on the bench. Taft had been Presi­ 
dent; Hughes had been Governor of New' York 
State ami a candidate for President. Justice Hugo 
Black was a Senator and had, in hts younger 
year*, been a member of the Ku Klux Klan; yet 
today he is regarded a s the most liberal judge*on 
the bench. Justice Felix Frankfurter was a pro­ 
fessor and was regarded as a radical; today he 
is probably th*' most correctly oriented and con­ 
servative member of the Court. 
In a word, my correspondent ought to take a 
trip to Washington to see the Supreme Court at 
work aud then he would understand what a mag­ 
nificent institution it has been throughout our 
history. And he ought to read a good biography 
of Chief Justice John Marshall to learn how the 
Court came to he what It is.

WASHINGTON — It is re ­ 
ported that somebody among the 
White House aids thought up a 
good title for a special message 
to Congress — “protecting the 
consumer interest” — and then 
they all sat around trying to 
decide what to put into it. 
The net result wa* a Hodge 
podge of recommendations, but 
the message was really signfl- 
cant, not for what it contained, 
but for what it omitted. The 
President said In one of the 
opening pragraphs: 
“Fortunate 
as we 
are, 
we 
nevertheless cannot afford waste 
in consumption any more than 
we can afford inefficiency 
in 
business or government.” 
But nowhere in the essay was 
there anything said in explana­ 
tion of the “inefficiency in gov­ 
ernment.” The message used up 
nine long pages of single-spaced 
typewriting 
and 
dealt 
with 
everything from alleged misrep­ 
resentations 
in 
advertising of 
foods and drugs to the kind of 
lipstick or hair dye that w'omen 
are misled into buying. 
It would seem that somehow 
consideration 
now 
should 
be 
given to “a message from the 
victims of government inefficien­ 
cy. 
What Was Let Out 
For in the many thousands of 
words in the President's latest 
message 
about 
protecting 
the 
consumer, there wasn’t a single 
sentence telling of the damage 
being done to the consumer by 
the government itself. There was 
no reference to the constant 
diminution of the wages of the 
citizens through taxes and the 
attrition of the purchasing pow­ 
er of the dollar as a result of un­ 
sound fiscal policies pursued by 
the Administration in Washing­ 
ton, especially as they relate to 
wasteful expenditures here and 
abroad. 
Tile President complains that 
“highly developed arts of persua­ 
sion” are being used in America 
to sell goods to the consumer. 
He rightly argues that the con­ 
sumer 
s h o u l d 
be 
protected 
against “fraudulent, deceitful or 
grossly misleading information, 
advertising, 
labeling 
or other 
practices.” 
But why hasn't the 
government itself been efficient 
in this field? Mr. Kennedy gives 
the impression that 
all 
these 
abuses have just begun to hap­ 
pen and that nothing has been 
done about them heretofore. 
He 
doesn't mention that the pure 
food and drug act has been on 
the statute books for decades 
and that the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission over the past half-cen­ 
tury' has been charged by Con­ 
gress with specific responsibility 
for taking action on these mis­ 
representations. 
How much of the taxpayers’ 
money has already gone into the 
regulatory* agencies of the gov­ 
ernment, and is the President 
blaming everything now' on the 
absence of laws to deal with 
these abuses? 
Highway Safety 
As for accidents on the high­ 
ways. has nothing ever been done 
bv auto manufacturers to try to 


issue licenses to drivers and con­ 
duct periodic inspections of cars? 
Yet the President seems to think 
that “changes in automobile de­ 
sign and equipment” can reduce 
the c a s u a l t i e s — as if the 
auto m anufacturers themselves 
haven’t been spending millions of 
dollars each year in research on 
this very subject. 
Tile President wants “simple 
common names” for drugs “in or­ 
der to avoid confusion and to en­ 
able the purchaser to buy the 
quality drugs he actually needs 
at the lowest competitive price.” 
But “common names” are all 
too few and are quickly used up. 
If something is labeled “a cure 
for a cold,” it may be even more 
confusing if the label doesn't tell 
what is distinctive about the 
medicine, or if some name is 
used that is so vague that the in­ 
dividual can’t remember how to 
describe it wfien he tells his fel­ 
low sufferers about it. Mr. Ken­ 
nedy admits that 80 per cent of 
the drugs do what they claim to 
do, which means that 20 per cent 
are subject 
to criticism. But 
hasn’t this been the case for 
years, and hasn’t the Food and 
Drug Administration been im­ 
proving that situation constantly 
by haul work and efficient inves­ 
tigation? 
As for “misleading” salesman­ 
ship, is the government itself 
without fault? Why doesn’t the 
President busy himself with the 
Postoffice 
Department’s collec­ 
tion of money under w'hat might 
be called “misleading” circum­ 
stances? It charges 30 cents for 
a 
special-deliveiy 
stamp, 
but 
there are hundreds of towns in 
the United States where the post- 
offices are closed over the week­ 
ends and hence no special-deliv­ 
ery service is provided. The pub­ 
lic doesn’t know which towns 
these happen to be, so a great 
deal of money is paid out under 
on illusion. This is a form of 
waste imposed on the consumer 
by the government itself. 
Airmail Delivery 
As to lack of efficiency in an 
important operation in one of 
the government's biggest busi­ 
ness enterprises, airmail delivery 
Is a case in point. Many an air­ 
mail latter posted during the 
week—even when there is no ad­ 
verse w eather- take* 24 hours or 
more for delivery, although the 
plane carrying it make* the trip 
in a few’ hours. Some of the 
trains between the same point* 
actually arrive hours before th* 
airmail letter does. 
Also, there are literally hun­ 
dreds of cases In which other 
government 
department* 
and 
agencies cause considerable ex­ 
pense to the citi/ena and to 
various 
businesses 
and 
for 
which today there is no redress 
or compensation. 
And 
what 
about 
th* mis­ 
leading 
statem ents 
of 
politi­ 
cians? Wouldn’t it be “protect­ 
ing the consumer interest” - • 
or at least the “voter interest* 
—if all political salesmanship, 
including messages by the Presi­ 
dent to Congress and speeches 
in both 
houses, were 
subject 
every' day to the same strict 
standards of scrutiny and com­ 
mon honesty that Mr. Kennedy 
now’ recommends for salesman­ 
ship In business?

ARE GOLD SHARES A BUY? 
Thoiv is a growing belief that 
eventually the price of gold will 
be increased. I do not shore this 
view. Rut frequent letters about 
gold shares from readers of this 
column prompt the writing of 
this article. 
America’s gold supplies have 
been dwindling in recent years. 
The United States has spent bil­ 
lions of dollars in military and 
economic aid to our 
foreign 
friends whose political and social 
welfare is inseparably connected 
with our own. In addition, it 
c o sts our government many bil­ 
lions to maintain military bases 
abroad and to support the Amer­ 
ican troops stationed at them. 
A deficit results when these 
total costs exceed the revenues 
we derive from our exports and 
the money we receive from for­ 
eign investments and foreign vis­ 
itors; and when we send gold to 
meet this deficit, our supplies of 
this precious metal decline. In 
little more than a decade, from 
1949 to 1961, the monetary gold 
stock in the United States fell 
nearly seven billions of dollars. 
And this loss continues. 
Speculation in the gold shares 
involves less risk, in my opinion, 
than in many of the “romance” 
electronic stocks that are selling 
at fantastic prices, considering 
their earnings and dividend pay­ 
ments.

NYU Admissions 
Director Says 
Crisis Is Myth 


NEW YORK (AP)—To Dr. Fred 
E. Crossland, the so-called admis­ 
sion crisis in the nation’s colleges 
and universities is a myth ex­ 
plainable through a simple equa­ 
tion: four college applicants equal 
one college freshman. 
The typical college applicant, 
Crossland 
says, 
files three 
or 
four applications to different in­ 
stitutions. More than 50 per cent 
of all applicants send their 
ap­ 
plications to fewer than 10 per 
cent of the colleges and universi­ 
ties. 
When the immense paper shuf­ 
fling and grade weighing sub­ 
sides. however, the four college 
applicants become only one col­ 
lege freshman. 
“We might call it a statistical 
phenomenon,” 
says 
Crossland, 
who is director of admissions at 
New York University—a private 
institution wdth 43,000 students in 
15 various divisions. 
Crossiand said in an interview 
that only 25 to 50 of the nation’s 
2,000 institutions of higher learn­ 
ing have more qualified appli­ 
cants than they can handle. High 
among these are the Ivy League 
schools and other prestige-type in­ 
stitutions of New England. 
Cra&sland sees the high school 
guidance counselor as a key to 
the problem. 
“It’s getting so that the coun­ 
selor is like a football coach,” 
he said. “He’s expected to pro­ 
duce, and that often meaas get­ 
ting junior into a ‘prestige’ school 
that might not be right for jun­ 
ior.”

one college freshman.

stitutions. More than 50 per cent 
of all applicants send their ap­ 
plications to fewer than IO per 
cent of the colleges and universi­ 
ties. 
When the immense paper shuf­

sides. however, the four college 
applicants become only one col­ 
lege freshman. 
“We might call it a statistical 
phenomenon,” 
says 
Crossland, 
who is director of admissions at 
New York University—a private 
institution with 43,000 students in 
15 various divisions. 
Crossland said in an interview 
that only 25 to 50 of the nations 
2,000 institutions of higher learn­ 
ing have more qualified 
appli­ 
cants than they' can handle, High 
among these are the Ivy League 
schools and other prestige-type in­ 
stitutions of New England. 
Crossland see* the high school 
guidance counselor as a key to 
the problem.

strontium-90. How might fall­ 
out affect the food supply? Is 
it true that milk will be con­ 
taminated? 
Addressing Extension Agents 
in 
February, 
Profpssor 
Cyril 
Comar, director of the Lalx>ra- 
tory of Radiation Biology at 
Cornell University, gave reasons 
why fear of contaminated milk 
is unnecessary at this time. 
The cow, he states, has "bio­ 
logical discrimination” by which 
she eliminates strontium-90 to 
a degree, if found on the plants 
she eats. The animal’s metabo­ 
lism selects calcium in prefer­ 
ence to strontium, and in fact 
screens out as much as seven- 
eighths of of the strontium-90 
from her diet of plant crops. 
The 
greatest 
danger 
is 
through fear of contamination, 
and lack of understanding of the 
fact, people will leave milk out 
ot the diet, or reduce it so that 
good nutrition is jeopardized. 
The public should remember 
that three governmental agen­ 
cies join forces in research of 
fall-out effects on the food sup­ 
ply: They are Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Public Health 
Services and the Department of 
Agriculture. Research is continu­ 
ous and exhaustive to ensure a 
safe supply of food to the Amer­ 
ican public. Isn’t it a comfort 
to know’ that a responsible gov­ 
ernment is making every effort 
to safeguaiti its citizens? So 
drink milk in good health, and 
keep yours! 
Breakfast vs. Coffee Break 
Is the coffee break an efficient 
substitute 
for 
an 
adequate 
breakfast ? 
In a recent study with office 
and factory workers ranging in 
age from 18 to 36, it was found 
that all of the people in the ex­ 
periment did significantly more 
work when they ate an adequate 
breakfast 
than 
when 
they 
skipped eating. 
The addition of a mid-momlng 
snack—when an adequate break­ 
fast had been eaten previously 
offered no advantage in output 
of work. But when the coffee 
break and snack period replaced 
breakfast, then it proved a big 
advantage for half of the sub­ 
jects in the amount of work they 
turned out. 
The study also showed that 
when people eat an adequate 
breakfast they are more produc­ 
tive during the late morning 
hours, are quicker in their reac­ 
tions, and do not tire as easily. 
However, letter nutrition is 
only one factor in human per­ 
formance of any kind. Work 
efficiency’ is determined by other 
factors as well— the amount of 
rest the worker has had, his co­ 
ordination under the best of cir­ 
cumstances, and his motivations 
to work.
